Committee” greeted all men as 
they left to take examinations for 
the armed forces. A familiar figure 
in this work was the Rev. Paul F. 
Miller, chairman of the Chaplain 
Board. He is pictured above talk- 
ing to a group of selectees as they 
left the city by bus, April, 1944. 
The men were given this parting 
injunction, a message from Mayor 
Baals: “We want you to know we 
are for you. We are proud of you. 
Every single one of us is standing 
by ready to help you in any way 
we can. Please call on us for as- 
sistance and information. Let us 
be your representatives while you 
are away. Accept these sincere and 
best wishes from your home town 
—a very safe and early return. 
May God be with you and bring 
us an early and glorious victory.” 


| Too Old for Army .. . 
Cheers Soldiers on Their Way 


Here is Benjamin J. Wheeler, 79 years old when this picture 
was taken, who worked with the Salute Committee all during 
the war bestowing cigarettes and chewing gum upon the se- 


-__ lectees as they left for service. Born during the Civil War and 


a veteran of the Spaniel American War, he was well in his 
seventies when this war broke out, too old for service in the 
army. But he wanted to do his part and when he volunteered 
for service Mayor Harry W. Baals promptly accepted him in 
“the VAC organization. Thousands of returned veterans will 


~ remember with pleasure his smiling face and familiar basket. 
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Walker Mahurin was a major 
and Louis Curdes a first lieutenant 
when they returned from the 
European Theatre in June, 1944, 
for a short leave. They were feted 
and greeted by the VAC Govern- 
ing Board and are pictured above 
—Major Mahurin at the left and 
Lt. Curdes at the right, with Harry 
G. Hogan, VAC General Chair- 
man, and Mayor Harry W. Baals. 
Major Mahurin piloted a Thun- 
derbolt to knock off 21 German 
planes and Lt. Curdes a P-38 with 
which he became Fort Wayne’s 
first ace of the war. Both famous 
aces were taken prisoner in the 
European Theatre and escaped. 
Following the occasion pictured 
here they both returned to service 
and to later promotions and new 
honors. 


Industrial Employees 


The accompanying chart, an analysis made by 
the VAC in 1945, shows the veteran re-employment 
responsibility of 15 industries with 350 or more 
employees. These industries had more soldiers on 
the rolls than chart indicates as many lived on 
farms or in towns outside the city.

was made to include all occupations that might be

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Pictured here is the Chaplain Board 
appointed by Mayor Harry W. Baals in 
1942 to serve as a spiritual liaison with 
the Chaplains in the armed forces. As a 
counterpart of the military chaplain corps 
it served at home in the interest of the 
soldiers, veterans and their families, repre- 
senting the white and colored races, and 
Jewish, Catholic and Protestant creeds.

The accompanying table reflects the 
number of men and women discharged 
from the service in each district and also 
the number and percentage still remain- 
ing in the service. The neighborly spirit 
of unselfish and unified service in dis- 
charging the community’s obligation to 
its soldiers and veterans since 1942, has 
been most helpful and edifying. The 
VAC thanks all for the splendid job and 
particularly the block, zone, section and 
district counselors, the police and fire 
volunteers. During the long dark days 
of the war, unmindful of their own 
personal interests, they served con- 
scientiously and constantly in the in- 
terests of those in the armed forces and 
those they left behind. Since the war 
soldier service has become largely vet- 
eran service, assisting those who have 
returned with their rights and benefits. 
The community’s obligation is still to its 
veterans and soldiers and VAC service 
will continue as long as the need exists. 


VAC maintains a full-time Counsel- 
ing staff at Headquarters to advise and 
help soldiers, veterans and their fami- 
lies. Since VJ-Day service applications 
for veterans alone have averaged 500 a 
week. Heading the staff of Counselors is 
Wm. H. Junk, World War I veteran and 
County Service Officer. Later the World 
War I Counselors were assisted by the 
World War If Counselors as they re- 
turned from service including Joseph 
Clusserath, Kenneth Moehler, Harry 
Grabner, James Roth, Herbert Glass, 
James Foohey, Karl Eberly, Jr., who 
served for several months, and Wm. 
McNagny, Russell Thomas and Stanley 
Meyer, on the current staff. It is the 
purpose of the VAC to assist the veteran 
in his transition to civilian life. Whether 
the problem refers to the G.I. Bill or 
something else, the veteran and his fam- 
ily are welcome to the guidance and aid 
of the Counselors.
